Toe FLQ would merit little attention from tne Socialist Party were it not for their 
claim to Socialism (FLQ Manifesto II 2) for if toe claim is true tnen tneir objectiv- 
es could be identified witn tne S.P.C.'s objectives and their metnods identified with 
S.P.C. metnods. Is tnis tue case? 


Ine FLQ's plea against racism (FLQ Manifesto I 5) mignt appear very parallel to tae 
Socialist's stand (S.P.c. - Declaration of Principles #4) nowever, the discerning 
reader will see that the FLQ contradict tnenselves as well as negating their plea 
against segregtion. Tney appeal for liberation of Quebec workers (FLQ Man. I 9). 
Meitoer is their behavior in beating a Reuter's reporter because he spoke Englisn a 
reinforcement of tneir anti-racism clain. 


It is difficult to present an argument against toe FLQ’s claiss that toe capitalist 

class controls tne means of communication or toat toey reinforce tneir positions with 
| YWiolence, Where tnoey do fall down is in tneir igtorarca -hat toey feel tney can 
match this violence witn counter-violence. The naivete of taois contention nas read 
lly been snown in the reaction to FLQ terrorism - a dramatic display of tne capital- 
ist's mizot in Quebec - a display wnicao, 1s only a small fraction of the capitalist's 
potential. Tne Socialist Party of Canada nas always recognized violence as tne do- 
‘Main of tne capitalist class and nas tnerefore always denouced it as a means to acp- 
feve Socialism. 


And with whom do tne FLQ intend to allay toemselves in tneir alleged Socialist ob- 
Jective? - With "trade unions", "numerous movements, committees and, popular asaoc~- 


fations. (FLQ Man. I 7 and II 2). But all of these groups support capitalism. 
Ihere are more holes in the FLQ ranefesto but these are sufficient to discredit it.

The feelings of frustration an hopelessness that w arise from the resultant 
oigh rate of unemployment and greater thar: norms ai enation of the French 
working class. can be readily understood. Ths ibat has given rise to the FQ. 
A situaticn not too disimilar from tne problems of tne American Negro or the people 
of Irelam. 


Non-Sociaiists often ask what would be done if theae vnrourtunate happenings were te 
occur in a Socialist society, Socialists of course krow trat when the circunstanos 
tnat gave rise to tos FLQ and tueir violense mo Junger exist then tnere would be no: 
thing to cause FLQ type phenomena to exiat. This 1a not tc say that if Socielisn 
occurred in tne very near future that al) of the ignorances and inabilities tc ccpe 
with social production tnat arose from “apitelism'a cultivated ignorance would inned 
lately disappear. But unlike under cepitaliesm such affiicted members of soriety 
would not be deprived of the fruits of man’s gcriai productive efforts while they 
were learning how to pe part of society.

Wnile real revolution did 
nappen in tnose countries. in tne sense sf hasic social cnange. violence was unavoidable 
since one group of rulers was taking ove: from anotner. In addition, Russia and cain 
are purported to be examples of attemcted Socialismor Communism. and that these atte: 
pts were eituer dismal failures. or tnat Socialism is a pretty poor social arrangement, 
-he evidence sGcwe Utnat state capitalism took over from Feudalism in Russia. end is in | 
tne process of doing so now in Caina: and toat tre historica’-material condit.ons ams 
no otner casnge possible. Tne point nere is tnrat if tne majority now wanted to take t& 
means of proiuction and invest taoem into tne common ownersnip of all society, taen te 
peaceful way is tne only way tnat would be available. There is no violent way it coud 
be done. 


Secondl;, tne origina! meaning of the word "revolution" has veen almost forgotten, It 
used to involve tne concept of uasic social change at one time. But nowadays, for in

Tne meaning of the word oas saifted fm 
fundamenta’ social coange to mere surface charge to which the ingredient of senseless 
violence nas veer ed7ie?.

The NINETEENTH CENTURY FLQ 


In this latter half of the 19th. century when the technical conditions exist for an 
easy transfer to a world of a Cadillac level of material consumption for all, and fre- 
dom from mind-destroying drudgery, the F.L.Q. wants to fractionalize furtnoer, tne al- 
ready outmoded, fractional idea of nationalisn. 


dhe plight of French Canadian workers will not be cleared up by a transfer to French 
speaking exploiters - a retreat into the past. There are many new nations of the "thin 
world" where tne workers are worse off, or no better than when they were being taken by 
outside colonialists. Working class members of the F.L.Q. have unfortunately swalloved 
tre bait. By confusing the selfisn ambitions of a few home-grown rulers, with a sol- 
ution to their preblems, they nave repeated an old mistake. 


Revolution is in context witn tne historical and industrial realities of the present, 
and is taking place in the minds of the world’s workers, in tneir growing ability to se 
through tne murky version of the social scene that is fed to them by the world bour- 
geoisie in the respectable media, including tne old bourgeoisie of Quebec. When a maj: 
ority reaches consciousness, the civil rights and the ballot in the various countries 
will be an admirable instrument for winning elections, for the purpose of transferring 
title of the means of production to world society. A society based upon free access 

for all, and voluntary, enjoyable work. Without of course, the present paraphernalia 
for profit making, such as the wages system, money. banks, armies, national boundaries, 
the state, etc. -- those institutions that tbe unfortunate mempers of the F.L.Q. and 
the rest of the world's usefulpeople still think are as necessary to them as the air 
they breath. 


The F.L.Q., in its frustration, is trying to turn the clock back. The F.L.Q. is about 
as relevant to social revolution as the oorse anc Luggy is to space travel. ae 
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| Marx wrote that nistorical cvents occur twice: once as tragedy. ther as farce. He 


| snould have addei that in some instances tragedy and farce accompany both visitations. 

| This thougnt persists when tuc by-products of the Russian revolution are looked at. 
Half a century « 30 ago when tne Bolsneviks decided to bless tne rest of tne world 
with tao truc formula for proletarian revolution, tne result was certainly tragic and 

farcical. Bolsuoevism s offspring, tne Communist International and its menber parties, 


| instead of advancing tno workers' cause added abundantly to the existing confusion and 
| disorganization and did more to push Socialism into the background than the sowed cap- 
| itvalists could nave done with ao giant effort ry their own agencies. 


wnin was a strong believer in tne means being justified by the end, which in practice 
reant that Bolsnevism's goul. regarded as worthy, justified even unworthy means to reach. 
isllowing tnis tneme, tne world was divided into two camps! one supporting and dominated 
by tne Leninists,. the ambodimont of all virtue; the otoer standing in oprosition, tne 
| vilest dregs of humanity. Tnere was neither need nor time to debate the limitations of 
) vpponents. The time iad come for action. The world revolution was at nand. Tne Bol- 
sasviks had proven their worth. All others nad to be swent to permition. 


After skirmishing witb Trotsky. Stalin took over from Lenin and uncovered in apponents 
anew depth of depravity. Tney bacore, to tre unflinching faithful. social fascists, 
birelings of Hitler and Mussolini Even orthodox Communists became victims of the theory 
that tne end justifies thc means, and tho numbers buried in ignominy and blood in its 

furtherance will never be fully known. It is known that tney included most of those in 
| the forefront of the Bolsnevik rise to power.

In tne scramblings and maneuverings accompanying Russia's rise to a leading capitalist 
nation, the Communist International died. With its passing wont some of tne viler fea- 
tures of surviving Communist Parties, which became reduced in tne following years from 


their sharp-funged nast to outrignt and mostly toothless upoolders of capitalism —§ in 
Russia and at home

In spite of its blood- 
iness Cupitaiisanm will develop tue productivo apparatus. In spite of tas pollution it 
vill have to educate tne Botswana working class in tae operation of tnat productive apa- 
fatus. And it 1g the combination of a hignly developed productive apparatus and an ed 
ucated working class that makes the concept of Socialism possible. It is somewoat ironic 
that the development of canitalist production must destroy primative Socialism in Africe 
may to pave tho way for its own destruction and the ultimate ostablishment of Socialism 
gain, but on a modern productive lovel. 


There ip already enough industrial productive development in tne world to make the Soc- 
lalist conclusion feasible. Developments like those in Botswana sbould make it more and 
mre obvious to more and moro of the working class. It may seem a bit ironic that cap 
italism is destroying primitivo Socialism in Africa only to add fuel for its own des 
truction by building a greater material base from which modern Socialism will arise.
